COSTING $30,000 TO BE BUILT AT 


WATER WORKS. 


Supt. Veach in Charge of Work Which 


Begins Immediately—Two Million 


Gallons Capacity Daily, 


An 
Advocate 
reporter called on j 


Superintendent William Allen Veach | 
of the water works company this I 
morning in reference to the contem- 
plated improvements that are soon to 
be. made to the system. 
Mr. Veach 


said that the company expected to 
commence work immediately upon an 
rnpro.ved alteration plant of 2,000,000 
gallons capacity daily. The niters will 
be of the latest improved type fur- 
nished by the New York Continental 
Jewell Filtration company, known as 
mechanical niters. Their installation 
will require a • new well 
and • intake 


pipe into which the raw water is deliv- 
ered and then elevated to- large sub- 
siding or settling basins, from which 
the partly clarified water is taken 'and 
carried to the filters proper; thence to 
the- clear water well,- where it is taken 
by the" main pumping engine's into-the 
large reservoir on the hill and through 
the distributing system throughout the 
city. 


Mr. Veach takes great pride in the 


Newark water plant and Is anxious to 
make it as near perfect^ in all its 
branches as possible, 
realizing the 


rapid growth of the city, and naturally 
the greater demand for good pure wa- 
ter. 
He has, therefore, succeeded in 


inducing his company to make . this 
large expenditure of money in improv- 
ing the plant, .nearly $30,000,. to- niake 
it one of the most complete /systems 
in Ohio.
